Funds keep flowing 

Tories promise $175M more for infrastructure 


“We are making more money available to 
support businesses that are ready to 
expand, invest in new technology and to 
improve productivity.” Premier MacDonald 
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The province unveiled an¬ 
other infrastructure 
announcement in this new 
year yesterday, pledging 
$175 million for loans to 
companies through its In¬ 
dustrial Expansion Fund. 

The Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives have said they 
would rely heavily on in¬ 
frastructure spending to 
help drag the province out 
of hard economic times. 

“We are making more 
money available to support 
businesses that are ready 
to expand, invest in new 
technology and to improve 
productivity and competi¬ 
tiveness,” said Premier 
Rodney MacDonald in a re¬ 
lease. “Most importantly, 


we’re helping these com¬ 
panies maintain current 
jobs and create new ones.” 

It was also announced 
that four companies will 
receive $4 million in fund¬ 
ing. 

Halifax’s NovaScotian 
Crystal got $300,000 to 
help it restructure its oper¬ 
ations. 

Halifax’s LED Roadway 
Lighting got a $1-million 
interest-bearing loan to 
help sell energy efficient 
roadway lights internation- 
ally. 

Enfield-based Ledwidge 


Lumber got a $ 1.2-million 
bridge loan for land being 
acquired by the Crown. Ap¬ 
ple Valley Foods of 
Kentville got a $ 1.5-million 
loan guarantee to “support 
the company with neces¬ 
sary resources to ensure fu¬ 
ture growth.” 

In total, the province is 
topping up its Industrial 
Expansion Fund, which 
loans out money to busi¬ 
nesses for development, by 
$175 million. 

The repayment and in¬ 
terest varies by the individ¬ 
ual loan. 


In 2007-2008 the Indus¬ 
trial Expansion Fund au¬ 
thorized nearly $60 mil¬ 
lion for 26 companies. 

The NDP quickly came 
out against the plan, say¬ 
ing the money would be 
better spent through Nova 
Scotia Business Inc., an 
arms-length agency, be¬ 
cause it has tighter stan¬ 
dards. 

Last week NDP Leader 
Darrell Dexter announced 
his government would cre¬ 
ate a 10 per cent manufac¬ 
turing tax credit. Dexter 
said the approximately 
$25-million cost of that 
credit would likely come 
out of the Industrial Ex¬ 
pansion Fund, which he 
said government some¬ 
times uses to fund projects 
that otherwise wouldn’t 
meet criteria.

Halifax Regional Council 
approved the recommen¬ 
dations of the Board of 
Police Commissioners in 
response to the Mayor’s 
Roundtable on Violence. 

“There’s a lot in this re¬ 
port that HRM can’t do 
alone,” police Chief Frank 
Beazley said during the 
presentation of the action 
plan. “There are things you 
and I can’t do when we 
leave here today. We need 
partnership.” 

That partnership is a 
commitment between the 
provincial and municipal 
governments to imple¬ 
ment some of the recom¬ 
mendations in the action 
plan. 

Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke spoke to council 
briefly about the impor¬ 
tance of community co-op¬ 
eration. 

He said the government 
will soon announce a new 
strategy to combat drug 
crime, and a pilot drug 
court to relieve some of the 
strain on the justice system 
caused by the number of 
drug infractions passing 
through the courts. 

Clarke said the province 
stepped up liquor inspec¬ 


tions for bars and clubs as 
a result of the Mayor’s 
Roundtable on Violence, 
and will create legislation 
concerning training for 
bouncers and security 
guards. 

Halifax Regional Police 
are working with represen¬ 
tatives from the local uni¬ 
versities to lower student 
drinking rates and find bet¬ 
ter late-night transporta¬ 
tion away from downtown 
after bars close, Beazley 


said. 

While late-night buses 
may be an attractive solu¬ 
tion, Coun. Sue Uteclc told 
council, it’s not an option 
for Metro Transit to start 
the service for at least five 
years. 

Adding more taxi stands 
in safe locations down¬ 
town is on the list of rec¬ 
ommendations. 

The recommendations 
also include establishing a 
Public Safety Office made 


up of 32 police officers, 14 
civilians and volunteers. 
The office will include ex¬ 
isting services adminis¬ 
tered through Community 
Relations and Crime Pre¬ 
vention. The estimated 
$3.2 million budget will 
come from existing re¬ 
sources. 

The province will fund 
the position of public safe¬ 
ty officer, one of 250 new 
police positions to be creat¬ 
ed by 2011.

where you call Metro 
Transit’s GoTime number 
to find out when your bus 
comes — and it actually 
comes at that time. 

That could be a reality as 
early as late August. Metro 
Transit has fitted its buses 
with GPS systems, and is 
currently testing a system 
that would tell you exactly 
when your bus will arrive. 

Right now, when you 
call GoTime, you are told 
only the scheduled time 
— the time your bus 
would arrive in a fantasy 
world with no traffic jams 
or weather. The new sys¬ 
tem will locate the bus 
and calculate the time it 
takes to get to you, so 
you’ll know if it’s running 


early or late. 

“They’re doing online 
trip testing to try to ensure 
everything is accurate be¬ 
fore we turn it on for the 
public, because (it not 
working properly) would 
be the worst thing,” Metro 
Transit spokeswoman Lori 
Patterson said. 

“Say (there’s) one route 
that’s switching over to an¬ 
other route (with) 20- 
minute layovers every 
third trip — we want to en¬ 
sure that the system is 
working properly before 
we put it out there. Other¬ 
wise it would result in 
more confusion.” 

Metro Transit plans to 


implement the system 
around the end of August. 
It’s been in the works for 
two years, but has fallen 
slightly behind schedule. 
Part of that was due to the 
recent GoTime transforma¬ 
tion that overhauled the 
bus-stop phone numbers 
and voice system. 

“It’s been a major proj¬ 
ect,” Patterson said. 
“(When it’s done) we’ll 
have the most up-to-date 
and real information.” 

Another coming change 
is increased security. Half 
of Metro Transit’s buses 
are scheduled to have 
functioning video cameras 
installed by March.

Donate to protect Port Joli

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They’ve been fundraising 
for years, but now conser¬ 
vationists are in a fight to 
raise $50,000 in just four 
weeks to protect a key 
piece of Nova Scotia’s 
shoreline. 

The Nature Conservancy 
of Canada has raised al¬ 
most half a million dollars 
towards its goal of buying 
undeveloped land at Port 
Joli, about 170 kilometres 
down the shore from Hali¬ 
fax. The 341 acres of land 
are key because they 
would link two existing 
protected areas. 

But the deadline to buy 
the land is fast approach¬ 
ing and the NCC is still 
$50,000 short. They rely 
on donations from a public 
that is becoming increas¬ 
ingly disinterested in con¬ 
servation, said one leading 
naturalist. 

“Things are getting 
worse and they’re getting 
worse rapidly. The kind of 
work that the Nature Con¬ 
servancy of Canada does is 
difficult and the only thing 
that holds us back is our 
ability to raise money, par¬ 
ticularly from the private 
sector,” said NCC national 


chair Bill Freedman. 

But some things are in 
their favour. Thanks to 
provincial and federal 
plans to match funding, 
every $22 donated private¬ 
ly is matched with $100 of 
government money. So 
every $22 donation be¬ 
comes a $122 donation. 

Freedman said the NCC 
is just scratching the sur¬ 
face of the work that needs 


to be done. He hopes they 
can help reverse the trend 
of Canadians becoming 
disenchanted with nature 
and teach the value of con¬ 
servation. 

“You could say the same 
thing about great works of 
art. They’re beautiful, 
they’re important and 
that’s enough of a reason 
to conserve them,” he said. 

Port Joli is an important 


area for wintering water- 
fowl and is also home to 
minks, otters, white-tailed 
deer and sometimes 
moose. Information on do¬

Khmer Rouge torturer 
tried for prison deaths 


The chief Khmer Rouge 
torturer went on trial for 
crimes against humanity 
yesterday, the first senior 
Pol Pot cadre to be tried 
by the “Killing Fields” 
court three decades after 
the deaths of 1.7 million 
Cambodians. 

Kaing Guelc Eav, alias 
Duch and ex-commandant 
of the notorious S-21 
prison, did not address the 
court, but sat impassively 
as lawyers haggled over 
procedural matters. 

Hundreds of victims, in¬ 
cluding saffron-robed Bud¬ 
dhist monks who were per¬ 
secuted during the 1975-79 
Khmer Rouge era, packed 
the public gallery, reacting 


with anger 
and relief at 
the sight of 
66-year-old 
Duch in the 
dock. 

“This is 
the day we 
have waited 
for for 30 
years,” said 
Vann Nath, 63, one of a 
handful of survivors from 
S-21 where at least 14,000 
“enemies of the revolu¬ 
tion” were tortured and 
killed. 

This week’s hearings will 
lay the groundwork for a 
full-blown trial in March, 
when Duch and survivors 
are expected to testify. 


Duch, now a born-again 
Christian, has expressed 
remorse before facing the 
joint Cambodian-UN tribu¬ 
nal, set up to prosecute 
those responsible for one 
of the darkest chapters of 
the 20th century. 

Duch also faces charges 
of war crimes, torture and 
homicide while chief of S- 
21, where victims were 
forced to confess to crimes 
and then shot or beaten to 
death in the “Killing 
Fields” outside the capital. 

Only 12 survived, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S.-funded Doc¬ 
umentation Center of 
Cambodia, which has re¬ 
searched the Khmer Rouge 
era. reuters

about “equaliza¬ 
tion” before the Harper gov¬ 
ernment abandons its hy¬ 
per-partisan approach to se¬ 
rious matters of national in¬ 
terest? Equalization is a 


veiy serious matter, which, 
together with other federal- 
provincial transfers for 
health, education and social 
services, plays a critical role 
in promoting equality of op¬ 
portunity and comparable 
levels of services across 
Canada. This commitment 
defines a great nation. 

Regrettably we can no 
longer measure how well 
the myriad of federal contri¬ 
butions to the provinces, in¬ 
cluding equalization, helps 
to ensure comparable pub¬ 
lic services across Canada.

festation of this being the 
elimination of all federal 
funds for child care opera¬ 
tions. Harper’s seemingly 
real agenda is to downsize 
the national government, 
download responsibilities 
and fiscal room, perma¬ 
nently eliminating Ottawa’s 
ability to pursue national 
standards and objectives in 
most public services and 
programs. 

With every month in 
power, Harper draws closer 
to achieving his goal. 

Harper’s signature step —

Fighting his way back looks to join

Sixteen months ago, 
Roger Hollett looked in¬ 
destructible in the cage. 
The Fairview mixed mar¬ 
tial arts fighter won the 
first seven fights of his 
career with a 97.8- 
second average time of 
victory, and appeared on 
the cusp of a UFC deal. 

Since then, things 
haven’t gone so well. He 
ripped apart his knee in 
November 2007 and has 
now lost two of his past 
three fights entering Fri¬ 
day night’s Maximum 
Fighting championship 
event near Edmonton. 

He’s sporting an 8-2 
record and looking to res¬ 
urrect his once dominat¬ 
ing image against UFC 
veteran David Heath (9-4) 
in an important light- 
heavyweight showdown. 

“I’m just trying to get 
back to where I was 
then,” Hollett said. “It’s 
an uphill battle, but I’m a 
lot closer now.” 

Hollett and Heath are 
both coming off losses to 
Emanuel Newton. Hollett, 
who suffered a five-round 
unanimous decision set¬ 
back on Dec. 5, thought 
he was close to his No¬ 
vember 2007 form before 
the fight, but now realizes 
he wasn’t ready. 

“I had a pretty (crappy) 
performance last time 
and that’s not how I fight, 
that’s not how I represent 
myself,” said Hollett. 
“Right after that, I gave 
my head a shake. I knew I 
didn’t train right, and I’ve 
trained extra hard so it 
doesn’t happen again.” 


Hollett said he 
“couldn’t pull the trigger” 
against Newton, but said 
he has “easily corrected” 
the mistakes he made. He 
didn’t waste any time 
booking the fight with 


Heath. 

“I want to get back in 
there,” Hollett said. “I 
want to prove to myself I 
can get back to where I 
was.” 

Heath, 32, has fought 


five times on the UFC cir¬ 
cuit, winning his first two 
and then losing his last 
three. His last UFC bout 
was this time last year 
and he’s fought twice 
since. 


“He likes to punch and 
shoot, I like to keep it up 
on the feet,” Hollett said. 
“He’s been to the big 
shows and he won’t be 
nervous coming in. Who 
knows what will happen.”

The 19-year-old from 
Bayside, released from a

A.J. Millien knew his first 
visit to Halifax wouldn’t 
be his last.

High-profile beach resorts 
may be the first thing that 
comes to mind when 
Canadian holidaymakers 
think about Mexico. But 
that’s a very narrow 
picture of a country that in 
fact boasts an astonishing 
variety of destinations. 

Mexico is home to multi¬ 
ple ecosystems and an al¬ 
luring geography that in¬ 
cludes rainforests, deserts, 
beaches, magical old towns, 
forests, cliffs and spectacu¬ 
lar vistas. As for its cultural 
wealth, a mosaic of cultures 
left behind monuments, 
spiritual traditions and ritu¬ 
als that spark the imagina¬ 
tion. In fact the countiy has 
so much to offer that the 
choice can be bewildering. 
Here are some of Mexico’s 
most exciting destinations: 


Huatulco: A coastal para¬ 
dise on the Pacific Ocean in 
the state of Oaxaca, Huatul¬ 
co is the perfect spot for 
diving and snorkelling. The 
coastline has nine protect¬ 
ed bays and 36 beaches, all 
part of the Bahias de Huat¬ 
ulco National Park. Main 
tourist centres include Tan¬ 
golunda Bay and Santa 
Cruz Bay; the latter has 
spectacular coral reefs 
teeming with marine life.

— are the Temple of Quet- 
zalcoatl and the Pyramids 
of the Sun and the Moon, 
vast monuments flanking 
the city’s central avenue.

Barrancas del Cobre: A na¬ 
tional park located in the 
northwestern state of Chi¬

Valle de Bravo: About 150 
kilometres southwest of 
Mexico City, on the hills ris¬ 
ing from the shores of 
beautiful Lake Avandaro, 
this pretty little town is a

Butterfly. Every winter, mil¬ 
lions of Monarchs journey 
from North America to the 
local forest. Valle de Bravo 
is also home to the Velo de 
Novia (Bride’s Veil) water¬ 
fall and the Natural Reserve 
of Monte Blanco; vallede- 
bravo.com.mx. 

Real de Catorce: Real de 
Catorce is a beautiful, tran¬ 
quil village high in the Sier¬ 
ra de Catorce mountains in 
the state of Zacatecas. Si¬ 
lence and pure air are its 
main attributes. Founded in 
1779, this once booming sil¬ 
ver-mining town was later 
abandoned and many origi¬ 
nal buildings still stand, 
which is why it’s a popular 
backdrop for Hollywood 
movies.

Dubbed the Bermuda Tri¬ 
angle of Transylvania, the- 
forest first gained interna¬ 
tional attention in 1968, 
when biologist Alexandru 
Sift captured a photo of 
what’s said to be a disc¬ 
shaped UFO. Since then, 
UFOs, apparitions, abnor-

malities on photos, noctur¬ 
nal lights and other unusual 
things have been regularly 
reported in the area. 

Dr. Adrian Patrut, a chem¬ 
istry professor at the local 
university, claims that 


though there are many 
places around the world 
with unexplained phenom¬ 
ena, the “Hoia-Baciu Forest 
is one of the best due to the 
intensity, variety and com¬ 
plexity of its manifesta¬ 
tions.” 

Patrut is president of the 
Romanian Society of Para¬ 
psychology and since the 
early ’70s he has been 
studying occurrences in the 
forest such as unexplained 
splotches of light and lumi¬ 
nescent orbs hovering in 


the sky. He says that when 
you spend too much time in 
the HBF, you can experi¬ 
ence symptoms such as 
anxiety, insomnia, exces¬ 
sive thirst, nausea, vomiting 
and headaches. 

With that land of build¬ 
up, I had to check out the 
forest for myself. A 20- 
minute drive outside of the 
city finds us on the fringes 
of the forest. 

We climb up a steep 
grassy plain to get to the 
tree line. Once there, we get 
out our ghost hunting tools: 
A compass, a still camera, a 
video camera with infra-red 
sensors and a Geiger count¬ 
er to measure sudden rises 
in radiation. Then Patrut 
and I head into the forest. 

The scene does look like 
something out of a Brothers 
Grimm fairy tale. Spiky 
branches reach out like 
bony fingers; trees are 
gnarled and spooky. 

Patrut claims that these 
trees were normal a few 
years ago. Now they are 
warped, “A clear sign of an 
apparition.” Supernatural 
or not, there’s something 
truly creepy about prowling 
an abandoned forest at 
night. A few hours of hunt-

Fusilli and

INGREDIENTS: 

1 large onion, chopped 

2 garlic cloves, minced 
796-ml can no-salt-added 
Italian tomatoes 
796-ml can no-salt-added 
whole tomatoes in puree 
1/4 cup (50 ml) chopped 
fresh basil 

1 tbsp (15 ml) fresh 
oregano or 1 tsp (5 ml) 
dried 

2 slices firm-textured white 
bread 

1 lb (500 g) lean (93%) 
ground beef 

1 large egg 

2 tbsp (25 ml) reduced-fat 
milk (2%) 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) black pepper 

12 oz (375 g) long fusilli 

METHOD: 

1. Coat large pot with non¬ 
stick cooking spray and set 
over medium-high heat. 
Saute onion and garlic until 
soft, about 5 minutes. 
Transfer 2 tbsp (25 ml) 
onion mixture to large 
bowl. 

2. Process Italian and whole 
tomatoes in food processor 
until fairly smooth. Add to 
pot. Bring to a boil over 
medium-high heat.

Cover 
and simmer, stirring often, 
30 minutes. Add basil and 
oregano during the last 15 
minutes. 

3. Process bread until 
crumbs form.

Add meatballs to sauce.

5. Meanwhile, cook pasta 
according to package direc¬ 
tions. Drain and toss with 1 
1/2 cups sauce in large heat¬ 
ed serving bowl. Spoon 1 
cup (250 ml) sauce over pas¬ 
ta. Serve meatballs and re¬ 
maining sauce alongside.
